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Senate Votes to Raise 
Dependents’ Allowances 


Acting just a couple of hours before it 
recessed for the summer, the Senate ap 
proved legislation which would extend 
provisions of the family allowance act to 
enlisted men of all seven grades and 
which would increase the amount of the 
allowance payable to certain classes of 


dependents, including children and par 
ents. 
The bill, S. 1279, was reported favor 


ably late last week by the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee. 


An attempt to take up the bill was 
made in the Senate on Saturday, 3 July, 
but Senators objected that the bill and 


report were not yet available for study. 

Persisting in his attempts to obtain ac 
tion before the Senate adjourned, Sena- 
tor Johnson, of Colo., who reported the 
bill, called the measure up on 8 July, and 
the Senate approved the bill without de 
bate. 

With the adjournment of Congress 
however, the House cannot take action 
on the bill until it reconvenes in mid-Sep 
tember, two months from now, 

The objectives of the measure, discus 
sed in the 3 July issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL, are treated at length in 
the report of the Senate Military Com 
mittee, which is printed below, with a 
few minor omissions:

Army Foreign Duty Pay 

The Comptroller General has held) (de 
cision B-34800) that under section 2 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 142. au 
therozing additional pay to military and 
aval personnel while on duty im any 
place beyond the continental limits of the 
United States or in’ Alaska. Army per 
sennel are entitled to the additional pus 
While they are absent on leave or fur 
lough., or sick in hospital if not detached 
from foreign service and are under orders 
to return thereto, provided they remain 
outside the continental limits of the 
United States: but if they return to the 
United States during such absence the 
right to the additional pay ceases. 

The right to payment of the additional 
pay. authorized by section 2 of the Da 
Readjustment Act of 142. for military 
or taval personnel on “sea duty” as de 
fined by the head of the department con 
corned, depends upon the individual's 
status with respect to oa and 
Whether he is within or without the con 
tinental limits of the United States does 
not affect his right to such additional prays 

In view of the provisions of section 2. 
authorizing additional pay to military and 
havVal personnel for service while on sea 
duty “as such duty may be detined by the 
head oof the Department concerned.” 
Army personnel are entitled to continue 
to receive the increase in pay for sea duty 
While sick in hospital on shore in the 
United States if they are not detached 
from sea duty and are under orders te 
return thereto, in accordance with regula 
tions issued by the Secretary of War pu 
suant to the said act. defining such ser 
Vice as “sen duty.”

Names of the 15 cident to dectare 10 Nov, 1948 as a day 
nominees were printed ou page 1512 of the celebration of the 168th anniversacy of 
the 3 July issue of the ARMY AND NAvy reacization of the United States Mar 
JOURNAI Corps 
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Navy Modifies Uniform Order 


In the face of widespread protests 
against its latest uniform order, the 
Navy Department late last week modi- 


tied the previously announced regulation 
so that officers will not be required to 
possess two blue coats, one for service 
and one for dress, nor will they be re- 
quired to purchase gray shirts for wear 
with the blue service uniform. 

The Navy’s original order would have 
made the use of gray shirts with service 
bines mandatory after 1 Oct, 1943. 

On the same date, the braid of rank 
on service blue coats must extend only 
halfway around the sleeve, while the 
Lraid on dress coats must extend com- 
pletely around the sleeve. This would 


have required officers and warrant of- 
ficers to possess both a service and a 
dress coat, whereas at present a single 


cout may be utilized for both purposes. 

Shortly after the order was announced, 
Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, Chief of 
Naval Personnel, was called before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee to ex- 
plain the reasons for the regulation. 

Rumors immediately became current 
that the Navy would back down on an 
order which would require every officer 
to expend a considerable amount for new 
coats and shirts, and at the same time 
would impose an additional burden on 
clothing manufacturers. 

The modification of the original uni- 
form order issued by the Navy Depart- 
ment follows: 


“The recently announced changes in Naval 


Uniform Regulations have been modified in 
the following respects 
“(1) The wearing of gray or white shirts 


with blue service uniforms is optional 

“(2) Half lace (gold sleeve stripes extend 
ing only from seam to seam) is optional on 
sleeves of blue service uniforms 

“(3) The uses of plain visored caps for 
Officers of the rank of Commander or above 
aud black braid chin straps for all Officers is 
optional with service uniforms 

“Service dress blue uniforms may be worn 
on occasions where the wearing of white uni 
forms is appropriate. 

“Gray working uniforms will be worn 
when available. As announced previously, dur- 
ing the necessary transition period officers 
will be permitted to wear Khaki uniforms, 
how in their possession or manufactured, un- 
til the supply of these uniforms in stock is 
exhausted or until those in are 
worn out.”

Army Pharmacy Corps Bill 

Having passed the Senate this week, 
the bill, H. R. 997, which provides for the 
establishing of a Pharmacy Corps in the 
Medical Department of the Army now 
awaits the signature of the President. 

The bill provides that there shall be 72 
officers in the corps, ranking from second 
lieutenant to colonel, and to be promoted 
at the same intervals as officers on other 
non-promotion lists. 

The Medical Administrative Corps of 
the Regular Army is abolished, but mem- 
bers of that corps will continue their ad- 
ministrative duties, and members of that 
corps in the Regular Army will be trans- 
ferred in grade to the Pharmacy Corps. 
Existing law provides that there shall 
he 16 pharmacists in the MAC, but under 
the new legislation all additions to the 
Pharmacy Corps will be from licensed 
pharmacists commissioned in accordance 
with examinations and specifications to 
be laid down by the Secretary of War.

(Continued from First Page) 
there is a child, the wife receives $43.40 (S28 
from the Government and $15.40 from the 
man), while the child receives $18.60 ($12 from 
the Government and $6 60 from the man). The 
man’s contribution ($22 if he has class A or 
class B or B-1 dependents and $27 if he has 
class A and class B or B-1 dependents) re- 
mains as at present. The Government con 
tribution is the difference between the man’s 
contribution and the family allowance 

The committee does not believe that there 
should be a general over-all increase in the 
rates now payable under this act. This belief 
is based upon the following facts. Very few 
cases have come to the attention of those ad 
ministering the act which would indicate 
that, as a general proposition, the present 
benefits are inadequate. In the process of the 
enactment of the Servicemen’s Dependents 
Allowance Act of 23 June 1942, careful con- 
sideration was given to the determination of 
the amounts of family allowances. Based upon 
those of the last war they were liberally in- 
creased by approximately 15 to 30 per cent to 
cover the rise in the cost of living. It was ob 
served and noted that they compared favor 
ably with existing pensions Furthermore, 
the hearings on the Servicemen'’s Dependents 
Allowance Act of 1942 prove conclusively that, 
in fixing the rates of allowances for depen- 
dents, one consideration was given to the ma- 
terial increases in the basic pay for all en- 
listed personne! provided by the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942, approved 16 June 1942 
This increase in the lowest grade amounts to 
662 per cent over that in the last war. 

It was not and should not be the purpose 
of the act to provide benefits for dependents 
which will enable them to meet maintenance 
living levels in all cases. Flat rates must be 
predicated on average living costs. No war 
can be conducted without some hardships and 
inequities. The present allowances in the case 
of many dependents are equal to, if not above, 
the amounts which the Government can prop- 
erly be expected to pay to dependents. In 
other categories these allowances are, it is be- 
lieved, inadequate. An over-all increase in 
the allowances would aggravate these in- 
equities and would seriously affect the wage 
scale in many communities. The fact that 
certain classes of dependents need an increase 
should not be used te bulwark a general in- 
crease,

pendents but may not be paid to both groups. 


The committee recommend no general in- 
crease in the family allowance for a wife with- 
out a child. The present allowance of $50 
($28 from the Government and $22 from the 
man) continues. It is recommended, however, 
that the wife get 350 irrespective of the exist- 
ence of other dependents. In some cases under 
the present act the allowance to the wife is 
less than $50 because there are other class A 
dependents among whom the man’s contribu- 
tion must be apportioned. Thus, if there is a 
former wife divorced in whose favor there 
exists an alimony decree of $2 a month or 
more, the wife receives an allowance of $40.83. 
Uncer the new rate schedule the wife would 
receive $50 in all cases. Too generous allow- 
po wives without children might serve 
to d®fer many, who are able, from direct par- 
ticipation in the war effort. Many wives make 
desired readjustments in regard to living 
arrangements. 

Where an enlisted man has a wife and child, 
the committee recommend that the Govern- 
ment contribution be increased from $40 to 
$46: and from $10 to $11 for each additional 
child. The family allowance for a wife with 
one child would be raised from $62 to $68, or 
%.7 per cent; for a wife with two children from 
$72 to $79, or 9.7 per cent; for a wife with 
three children from $82 to $90, or 9.8 per 
cent . 

The present law provides that a child where 
there is no wife shall receive $42 per month 
($20 from the Government and $22 from the 
man), that where there are two children but 
no wife $52 ($30 from the Government and $22 





from the man): and $10 additional from the 
Government for each additional child. The 
committee believe that the allowance for a 


child where there is no wife is sufficient. It 
compares favorably with the allowance of $0 
for a wife who is an adult. However, this 
allowance of $42 will, under the bill, be paid 
irrespective of whether or not there are other 
class A dependents. Under the present law if 
the father remarries and the child continues 
to live separate and apart, instead of $42 the 
child receives $18.60 per month ($12 from the 
Government and twenty forty-eighths of the 
man’s contribution). An increase from $10 to 
£11 is proposed for each additional child. This 
increase is the same as that recommended for 
children living with their mother 

The committee do not recommend that the 
provision of the present act—that the Govern- 
ment contributes $20 to such wife irrespective 
of the amounts payable to other class A de

sion is necessary or justified. The divorced 
wife with an alimony decree of $42 or more 
per month will, however, under the bill, re- 
ceive an allowance of $2 even though there 
is another wife. At the present time, such 
divorced wife $29.17 ($20 from the 
Government and $9.17 from the man), the rest 
of the man’s contribution going to his present 
wife. 

By far the greatest number of cases in which 
hardship has arisen among dependents as a 
result of alleged inadequacy of the prescribed 
rate of allowances arise in regard to parents 
who are dependent upon a son in the service 
for their chief support. “Chief support” has 
been construed to mean over 50 per cent of 
the dependent’s income. In the majority of 
cases in which allowances are now being paid 
to class B dependents, such allowances are too 
xenerous., Under the present law a dependent 
mother or father receives $37 per month ($22 
from the son and S15 from the Government) 
provided the son has no class A dependents; 
$20 per month (35 from the son and $15 from

the Government) if the son has class A de- 
pendents. If the son has two parents, the 
Government contribution is $25. For each 


brother, sister, or grandchild the Government 
mids $5. But in no case is the Government 
contribution for class Ib dependents to exceed 
$50. 

Under the present law class B dependents 
must be dependent upon the enlisted man for 
a substantial portion of their support. The 
application of the test of “substantial sup- 
port’ results in inequity allowances 
to parents are than adequate while 
others are inadequate, For example: A son 
contributes $10 per month to his mother prior 
to his entry into the service, she having other 
income of $50 per month. This $10 contribu- 
tion is considered a “substantial portion” of 
her total income and, in most cases, a “sub- 
stantial portion” of her support. She is there- 
fore entitled to either S37 or $20 dependent 
upon whether her son has class A dependents, 
Contrast this case with the one where the son 
has prior to his entry into the service con- 
tributed $60 to a mother with no income, This 
mother too is entitled to $37 or $20 as the case 
may be. 

The number of class Ib dependents depen- 
dent upon the enlisted man for less than 50 
per cent of their actual support is much great- 
er than the number d« pendent for more than 
50 per cent of their support. In the majority 
of cases where the parents are dependent for 
less than 50 per cent of their income on the 
son in the service, the present Covernment 
contribution to such allowance exceeds the 
actual contributions to the parents made prior 
to the man’s entry into the service. It is 
estimated that approximately 80 per cent of 
the class B dependents now receiving family 
sliowances because they are dependent upon 
the enlisted man for a “substantial portion” 
of their support are not dependent for over 
0 per cent of their income, and therefore are 
not dependent for “chief support.” .. . 

The committee recommend much more rea- 
sonable support for those class B dependents 
woh are actually dependent upon the enlisted 
man for “chief support,” and, at the same 
time, a reduction in the Government contribu- 
tion to such dependents as are not dependent 
upon the enlisted man for “chief support,”’ 
but for “substantial support.” Two classes 
of collateral dependents are thus recommend-

ed: Class B, consisting of those dependent 
for less than “chief support” upon the en- 
listed man, to whom will be paid a single 


Government coutribution of $15 per month ir- 
respective of the size of the group; class B-1, 
consisting of dependent upon the en- 
listed man for chief support to whom will be 
paid allowances on the same scale as those 
payable to class A dependents. The com- 
mittee recommended that the allowances to

Radiograms are sent to finance officers 
at locations in this country who in turn 
mail checks to the payees. 





Message Discs 
Dises or recordings of personal mes- 
sages cannot be sent to military personnel 
outside the continental limits of the 
United States, the War Department an- 
nounced 5 July. 
While there is no objection to the trans- 
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mittal of such recordings within this 
country, such transmittal either to or 
from overseas is prohibited. 





Camp Show to Go Across 

The War Department announced this 
week that the Army musical show, “This 
is the Army,” which opened in New York, 
4 July 1942, will be divided into two 
units and transferred overseas, where the 
show will be staged entirely for the ben- 
efit of troops in combat theaters. 

Of the original cast, two units of 110 
men each will go to transatlantic theaters 
of operations. Men not selected for the 
movement will be returned to their units 
in the United States. 

Originally operated for the benefit of 
Army Emergency Relief, the show was 
written by Mr. Irving Berlin, who also 
took part in it. Mr. Berlin will accom- 
pany the overseas presentations, 

The two units of the show will operate 
overseas under the Commanding Generals 
of the respective theaters of operations. 
According to present plans the units will 
be dissolved when they have completed 
their itineraries overseas, and the per- 
sonnel will be assigned to units there. 





Air Evacuation School 


The school of air evacuation of the 
AAF at Bowman Field, has been estab- 
lished as a permanent installation, the 
War Department announced 8 July. 

This follows reports of the success of 
the program of air evacuation which 
was planned and put into effect in the 
battle zones by Brig. Gen. David N. W. 


‘Grant, the Air Surgeon. The permanent 


establishment of this school paves the 
way for expansion of the program. 

Four classes of air evacuation nurses 
have been graduated from the Bowman 
Field school. 
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West Point Uniform Gratuity 

The Senate has passed S. 758, which 
grants to West Point graduates, who 
were captains, or first or second lieuten- 
ants, on active duty, on or after 3 April 
1939, a uniform gratuity of $250. 

Public Law 788, 78th Congress, pro- 
vided this allowance for all officers of 
the first three pay periods on active duty 
on or after 3 April 1939, but West Point 
graduates were excluded from its pro- 
visions. Believing this discrimination 
unfair, the War Department has spon- 
sored the new legislation. It is estimated 
that the new Dill will apply to upward 
of 6,000 graduates, as those who have re- 
signed from the service but have been re- 
commissioned in the AUS, or reserve 
components, will be entitled to the gratu- 
ity if they were on active duty on or af- 
ter 3 April 1939 in grade of captain or 
lower. Cost of the allowance to academy 
graduates is estimated at about $1,500,- 
O00. 

While the Bureau of the Budget is on 
record as advising that the enactment 
of the legislation will not be in accord 
with the program of the President, it is 
recalled that the Bureau of the Budget 
did not approve the bill that became Pub- 
lic Law 788. 





War Prisoner Bulletins 

The first of a series of periodicals en- 
titled “Prisoners of War Bulletin” was 
issued 5 July by the American Red Cross. 
The bulletin was issued in answer to an 
increasing number of queries about the 
treatment being received by prisoners of 
war. It is being sent without charge to 
the next of kin of such prisoners and of 
civilians interned in enemy countries, 


Welfare of Enlisted Men 

As set up in the Army supply program, 
funds amounting to $1 per man per year 
are available for athletic equipment. A 
recent order states that the responsibili- 
ty for distribution of such equipment 
lies with the director, Special Service 
Division, ASF, and in turn with the com- 
manding generals of the service com- 
mands. No allotments will be made to 
personnel assigned to, or attending, uni- 
versities or colleges in connection with the 
specialized training program or the AAF 
college training program. 

Aside from athletic equipment, appro- 
priations also provide for service clubs, 
reading, amusement, school and lunch 
rooms, and many other features includ- 
ing chapels and libraries. 








Sign Warrant Officer Bill 

The President has signed H.R. 2349, 
the bill that provides that an Army war- 
rant officer, commissioned temporarily 
in the AUS, shall not lose pay and allow- 
ances thereby. Under existing law, cases 
have occurred in which a warrant officer, 
when commissioned, has had to aaccept 
pay and allowances less than he had been 
receiving in his former grade. The new 
law will prevent a recurrence of such 
cases, and provides that pay and allow- 
ances that have accrued in such cases 
since 7 Dee 1941 shall be payable to the 
officers involved. 


QM Laundry Service 

Quartermaster laundries, which are 
primarily established to serve enlisted 
men, are in some cases overtaxed. A re- 
cent order directs that the following pri- 
ority be observed: enlisted men’s laun- 
dry ; 2nd, hospital, Government property, 
Army ‘Transport Service; 3rd, officers 
and other authorized persons. 

For the duration of the war any work 
done for other patrons of these laundries 
shall be such as is done for enlisted per- 
sonnel. 


WAC Recruit Canvass 


New York State, at the request of the 
War Department, opened this week a 
block by block canvass for recruits for 
WAC and AAF cadets. City and county 
war councils will conduct the campaign. 
If successful, this recruiting method may 
be extended to other states. 











Saluting Protest Backed 


An unidentified noneommissioned of. 
ficer’s letter, which appeared recently in 
the Army’s Stars and Stripes, protested 
that most “major officers above the rank 
of first lieutenant” do not salute correct- 
ly, it being in most cases merely a flabby 
gesture in which the hand resembles a 
“bent fork.” 

A letter was received by the editor of 
the paper from General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower expressing his appreciation of the 
“soldierly observation” which the mes- 
sage had expressed. This observation, 
General Eisenhower said, he hoped would 
bring about the improvement which he 
has been striving to accomplish by in- 
structions, training memoranda and 
many other methods.

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The Navy’s Blimps 


Not one of the thousands of transports 
and supply vessels that have been escort- 
ed by the Navy's new non-rigid airships 
has been lost to submarine attack, the 
Navy Department has announced. 

Operating in the Atlantic, the Pacific 
and the Gulf of Mexico, the Navy’s new 
blimps have proved their worth as guar- 
dians of American shipping, both on con- 
voy protection and on anti-submarine pa- 
trol, even though their coverage extends 
only a limited distance from the coast, the 
department said. 

Shortly before the beginning of the 
war, the lighter-than-air equipment of the 
Navy consisted of two ships 10 years old, 
which had been acquired from the Army ; 
one patrol-type ship, three years old; one 
large and three small training ships. 
Lakehurst, N. J., with one large and one 
small dock, was the only lighter-than-air 
base in operation, 

In June, 1940, Congress authorized the

construction of 48 lighter-than-air craft, 
and provided appropriations for building 
six. An original contract was awarded 
the Goodyear Aircraft Corporation in Oc- 
tober, 1940, for four K-type and two L- 
type ships. 

Thereafter, contracts were let rapidly 
for the remainder of the 48 airships au- 
thorized. Then in June, 1942, Congress 
authorized an increase of the Navy’s air- 
ship strength to 200 craft. 

A widespread network of major and 
auxiliary bases was planned ; six new ma- 
jor bases for the East Coast and Gulf 
of Mexico area, three for the Pacific 
Coast and others for undisclosed points 
outside of the United States. A training 
program to provide personnel for the new 
airship fleet was begun at the Lakehurst 
base and a second school was established 
at Moffett Field, Sunnyvale, Calif. 

During the past year a considerable 
part of the huge lighter-than-air expan- 
sion program has been completed. Twelve 
squadrons projected for escort-patrol 
duty have already gone into commission. 
Seven Atlantic-Gulf and three Pacific 
main bases are functioning. Five bases 
are in operation outside of the continen- 
tal limits of the United States and others 
are planned. In addition to the main 
bases, numerous auxiliaries are function- 


g. 

The K-type fleet blimps have a volume 
in excess of 400,000 cubic feet, compared 
to 123,000 for the L-type trainers. The 
non-rigid airship is a large rubberized 
fabric bag with no internal structure 
such as that of the rigid, or Zeppelin 
type. The K ships are more than 250 
feet long and 76 feet high; the L’s are 
150 feet long and 54 feet high. The K’s 
have a speed in excess of 60 knots; they 
are powered with two Pratt and Whitney 
engines. The blimps can float motion- 
less in the air without engine power, or 
cruise close to the water, They can ride 
to a sea anchor and pick up objects from 
the surface or from surface vessels,

WAVES’ Uniform Order 


The Navy Department has signed an 
agreement with a group of prominent 
stores under which, after 1 Sept., 1943, 
the group will handle centralized pro- 
curement, warehousing and wholesale 
distribution of uniforms for members of 
the Women’s Reserve, U. 8. Naval Re- 
serve, under direct supervision of the 
Navy Department. 

The group will be known as Women’s 
Naval Uniforms, Incorporated. 

As little disturbance as possible will be 
caused to existing sources of uniform 
items for the Women’s Reserve, the 
Navy’s Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
said, and present retail outlets will be 
disturbed as little as possible. Addi- 
tional retail stores will be licensed to 
sell uniforms only as assignment of per- 
sonnel requires additional service facili- 
ties. 

Under the new plan, to avoid as much 
as possible disturbing existing sources, 
the procurement policy provides that all 
firms that have sought to manufacture 
uniform items for members of the Wo- 
men’s Reserve shall have an opportunity 
to bid on requirements. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
said the agreement with Women’s Na- 
val Uniforms, Inc., was entered into after 
it was found that the previous distribu- 
tion system had been unsatisfactory in 
that it imposed a warehousing and dis- 
tribution function on manufacturers 
themselves who were not equipped, in all 
cases, to handle it. Under the previous 
system inspection was difficult and some 








unsatisfactory merchandise was shipped, 
and the availability of merchandise was 
less satisfactory than had been expected, 
with resultant unbalanced stocks.

T IS AMAZING that there should be a single American objection to our bombing 
| peta in Europe and in prospect for Japan. These operations have only one 
aim in view—the saving of the lives of our soldiers, and those of their British, French 
and Chinese comrades, and the speedy and victorious termination of the war. It is 
unfortunately true that in spite of the greatest care to limit our fire to military 
targets, which include industrial and transportation centers, civilian casualties occur. 
They are the consequence of the kind of warfare which Hitler inaugurated, Italy 
adopted, and Japan, with equally savage intensity, is pursuing. Those few who decry 
our raids apparently have forgotten that before the United States was precipitated 
into the conflict, the President, inspired by our military authorities, appealed to all 
nations to refrain from bombing civilian populations, The answer he received was 
the shriek of explosives hurtling down upon defenseless cities and upon our fleet peace- 
fully at anchor at Pearl Harbor, and the death and ruin they caused. Forgotten, too, 
is the determination of our enemies to break our will to win, and to this end, the 
certainty that, frantic, they will use not only bombs, but gas to force us to accept 
their terms of peace. We warn all persons who claim to be shocked by our operations, 
and the entire country as well, that we are not immune from attack, and before the 
struggle comes to its inevitable end, German, and perhaps, Japanese, bombs will be 
killing our people and shattering sections of one or two of our cities. No matter how 
effective the defense, a few planes will be able to slip through and drop their loads, 
and when, and not if, they do, we will be given a sample of what Europe is suffering. 
Our raids on Germany and Italy are designed to help Russia, and they are having 
that effect; and so to weaken these enemies that they will have no stomach to offer 
hard opposition against our invading troops. This should mean a comparatively small 
loss of life, and the return home of thousands of boys who otherwise might have their 
final resting places in foreign fields. General Marshall is concerned that not one more 
soldier ghall be slain or wounded thay the ytmost foresight and precaution can avert, 
and if preliminary bombing will facilitate this purpose, it will be employed with the 
greatest possible energy, with due regiird always to our humane principles of warfare. 
Over the grave of Sergeant Thomas M, Petty on Guadalcanal, his comrades placed a 
board bearing this epitaph: “Here is a small parcel of dust which shall forever be 
American.” General Marshall is determined that there shall be as few of those Parcels 
of Dust abroad as possible; and, therefore, he is employing the bomb to save lives. In 
this policy he must and will have the united support of our people. 


ONGRESS AND THE PRESIDENT have added to the dignity of the Women’s 

Army Auxiliary Corps by making it a component of the National Military estab- 
lishment, Its promotion to this high status is a recognition of the value of the services it 
has rendered, both at home and abroad, and is in anticipation of the wider field of use- 
fulness opening for it. Concerned over rumors reflecting upon the personnel of the 
Corps, the President, Mrs. Roosevelt, the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff 
took occasion to praise its worth, and that Congress was of like opinion is shown.by 
the unanimity with which it passed the new law. The fact is, that the Army, as the 
Navy with its WAVES, and the Coast Guard with its SPARS, has come to appreciate 
the value of patriotic women performing responsible duties, which enables release of 
men for battle service. Indeed, for certain posts, the WACs are better fitted than 
their male comrades and none realize this more than General Marshall and our com- 
manding generals. Having undergone instruction, the auxiliaries are in a position to 
train the much larger number of women to be enlisted, and these who carry on, and 
are efficient, may expect greater responsibility and compensation, and treatment iden- 
tical to that given their male comrades, Therefore, it is to be expected there will be 
mass transfer of personnel to this new corps. Col. Oveta Culp Hobby, who organized 
the WAACS and because of the efficiency she has displayed, has been appointed to 
command the WAC, has inaugurated a recruiting campaign designed to bring the 
Corps to its full strength. Her effort should meet with success, especially as many 
additional women between 18 and 50 will be free for service as a result of the induction 
of their fathers or husbands in the armed forces. While we are confident a sufficient 
number of volunteers will respond to Colonel Hobby’s call, the wiser course to pursue 
would be for Congress to enact the universal service Austin-Wadsworth bill. Then 
young women of particular qualifications could be selected for particular service. 
Meanwhile, we congratulate the patriotic women who have pioneered in an activity 
which has added to America’s strength in this global war.

ICE Adm. R. R. Waesche, command- 

ant of the Coast Guard, in an address 
delivered before a convention of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union in New York 6 
July, emphasized the many functions of 
the Coast Guard which bring it very 
close to the merchant seamen. In ex- 
plaining this relationship, he said, in 
part: 

“The Coast Guard is particularly in- 
terested in merchant seamen and their 
welfare from many points of view. Our 
shipping commissioners supervise the 
signing on of members of the crew and 
see to it that they receive their wages 
in full. They provide machinery where- 
by disputes between master and crew 
may be settled quickly, simply and fair- 
ly. They also perform many services de- 
signed to assist and protect the rights 
of the next of kin of deceased seamen.” 

Speaking of Coast Guard convoy duty, 
he said: 


“Many of our cutters, now operating 
as part of the Navy, are doing convoy 
duty to protect merchant vessels and 
their crews against attacks by subma- 
rines and are paying special attention to 
the saving of the members of the crews 
of torpedoed ships. This work gives par- 
ticular satisfaction to the officers and 
men of the service since the Coast Guard 
is traditionally a safety organization.”

Aviators Uniform Allow-2nce 


Legislation, S. 1113, which would give 
an additional uniform allowance to naval 
uviation cadets who are commissioned 
aviators in the Marine Corps Reserve, 
was passed by the Senate this week. 

The bill provides that cadets commis- 
sioned ensigns shall be paid a uniform 
gratuity of $150, in addition to the $100 
in equipment furnished when flight train- 
ing was begun, while cadets commissioned 
second lieutenants shall receive $250, 
since the equipment originally issued can- 
not be used by Marine officers.

Maj. Gen. Leonard I. Gerow and Vis- 
count Astor formally exchanged friendly 
Anglo-Américan greetings at a pre-Fourth 
of July reception and dance given by Lord 
and Lady Astor somewhere in England 
for a large group of American officers. 

Col. Louis Brecheman, jr., Seattle 
port surgeon, states that close to 95 per 
cent of American casualties in the battle 
of Attu have been brought more than 
8,000 miles back to the United States. 

John D. Bulkeley, who 
brought General Douglas MacArthur out 
of the Philippines aboard a PT-boat, led 
a group of torpedo boats of the convoy 
which landed successfully on the Tro- 
briand Islands. 

Ens. John Kennedy, cited for gallan- 
try in the Battle of the Java Sea, com- 
manded the first American boat to put 
ashore on Kiriwina Island, while Ens.

of the ARMy AND NAvy JQURNAL, pro- 
vides that the WAAC shall cease to exist 
“on the last day of the second calendar 
month following the date of approval of 
this act.” 

The War Department this week 
stated: “Women may continue to join 
the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps un- 
der the procedures now in effect. Ona 
date between now and 30 Sept., the trans- 
fer of all personnel of the WAAC who 
so desire from the WAAC to the WAC 
will be effected. From then on, enlist- 
ment in the WAAC will cease, and future 
emfistments will be in the WAC.” 
/Between now and 30 Sept. current re- 
érniting drives will continue. War De- 
partment officials said this week that 
they did not think those now enrolled 
would be compelled at this time to agree 
to enlist or accept appointment in the 
WAC, but thought that the forthcoming 
change of status would be carefully ex- 
plained to recruits, and verbal agree- 
ments to enlist obtained. Such an agree- 
ment would not be binding, these officials 





—— 


stated, but they did not think many wo- 
men would enter the service for only a 
few weeks. 

Similarly, officials expect very few of 
the present WAACs to refuse appoint- 
ment in the WAC. In fact, most of the 
present WAACs are believed to be defin- 
itely in favor of the change in status. 

Mrs. Hobby, speaking at Mitchel] Field, 
L. L, on 7 July, in the first of a series of 
visits she will make to airfields in vari- 
ous parts of the United States, revealed 
that women who transfer to the WAC 
must take a new physical examination, 
unless they have taken such an examina- 
tion since March 1. About one-third of 
the present 65,000 WAACs have taken 
physical tests since 1 March. 

Until 30 Sept. the present limitation 
of 150,000 on the number of WAACs re- 
mains in effect, but this maximum is not 
expected to be reached in recruiting be- 
tween now and that date. What the 
size of the corps will be in the future is 
not known. 

As has been stated, requests for 600,- 
000 uniformed women have been re- 
ceived from Army agencies. However, 
when War Department officials testified 





on the 1944 Army appropriation bill, they 
asked only for a peak of 40,202 WAAC 
officers and 334,798 enrolled women by 
30 June 1944. This request was denied 
by the House Appropriations Committee 
because no legal authority existed for 
such a number. Presumably, the Army 
will use that figure as its 1944 goal, now 
that legal limitations have been removed. 

However, whether the WAC numbers 
65,000 or 375,000, or 600,000, the present 
planned maximum of 7,500,000 enlisted 
and 800,000 commissioned personnel in 
the Army will not be affected. 

Each WAC enlisted, however, will 
mean one less male will be required. 
As Mrs. Hobby stated this week, “The 
working quotas of our armed forces’ ser- 
vices must be filled. Who shall fill them? 
The eligible, mobile women, or the heads 
of families—it is up to the American 
people to decide. For every woman who 
comes forward to do a military job, one 
more father wiil be enabled to remain 
at home with his family.” 

In the future, the War Department 
stated this week, officers of the newly- 
created Women’s Army Corps may re- 
place officers of the Army of the United

States in certain operational duties. Here- 
tofore, WAAC officers have served ag 
company officers over WAAC training 
companies, as mess and supply officers for 
WAAC companies in the field and at 
training centers, and in various other 
WAAC administrative duties. 

Two WAACs, at least, will not become 
WACS. The bill prohibits appointment 
of any physicians or nurses in the WAC, 
There were four doctors commissioned 
in the WAAC, two of whom already have 
transferred to the Army’s Medical De- 
partment. The other two, it is presumed, 
will follow suit. 


The new act makes a number of 


| changes in the status of the individua] 


WAC. Members will be commissioned 
and enlisted in the Army of the United 
States, with all the rights of such mem- 
bers of the AUS, except that WAC per- 
sonnel may not command male members 
of the AUS except when ordered to de 
so by competent authority. 

Allowances for dependents will be pay- 
able after 30 Sept. These allowances in- 
clude the family allowances for enlisted 
women and rental and subsistence allow- 
ances for officers and ranking noncom- 
missioned officers. However, at present, 
it is not planned to modify the present 
regulations against taking women with 
certain dependents. 

As officers of the AUS, WAC officers 
will presumably be eligible to sit on 
courts martial, and will sign their names: 
“June Doe, 2nd Lt., WAC.” 

However, the new set-up will be ac 
companied by only one change in uniform. 
The shoulder straps which now run from 
front to back will run from shoulder seam 
toward the neck, as do the shoulder straps 
of male members of the Army of the 
United States. 

Almost as an anticlimax, was the pub- 
lication this week of new WAAC regula- 
tions dealing with the present milita 
status of the WAAC, terms of service an 
relative rank with Army personnel.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The accelerated tempo of the war in this usual season for battles, 
marks the beginning of another stage toward the end which inevitably must come to 
the global conflict. There is no question now that the situation finds the United 
Nations incomparably stronger, enjoying superiority in the air and on the sea, and 
possessing powerful Armies concentrated at points of contact with the forces of the 
Axis Powers and Japan, and with supply lines better protected from U-Boat attack 
than hitherto has been the case. First in importance in the picture of the war is the 
cooperative and coordinated unity of the United Nations, evidenced by acts and state- 
ments originating in Washington, London, Moscow and Chung-King. There are, of 
course, differences between the Governments. Russia, for example, again subjected 
to German assault, is renewing her clamor for the establishment of a Second Front, 
and China, which this week began her seventh year of resistance against Japanese 
military operations, continues to object to the Far East being regarded as secondary 
to Europe in the plans of the United States and Britain. There are differences, too, 
between the United States and Britain, but as Prime Minister Churchill suggested in 
his Guildhall speech last week, if they are allowed to interfere with the prosecution 
of the war, ruin and misery will be the lot of humanity. Then there is the dispute 
between the French factions of de Gaulle and Girand, that between the Moscow 
and Polish-in-exile Governments over the territory of restored Poland, and in our 
own hemisphere, the lip service only which Argentina is paying to Pan-American 
solidarity. 

Differing viewpoints prevail also regarding the methods of preserving lasting 
peace in the Pacific and Far East. British Foreign Minister Eden suggested this 
week a system of collective security guaranteed jointly by the United States, China, 
Russia and Britain. How such regional control would fit in with the super system, 
to be created, and what powers should direct the latier, is a question that all govern- 
ments are thoroughly exploring. The smaller Nations are fearful of dictatorship 
by the Great Powers, as shown by the objections the Governments-in-exile have 
registered to the manner in which world relief is to be handled. Even Canada feels 
that because of her food production she should be included with the “Big Four’ 
nations in the determination of relief questions and operations. 


Yet, so far as the United Nations are concerned, all the divergencies between them 
are submerged in the common determination to achieve victory. ‘To facilitate that 
end, the United States under Lend-Lease has been accelerating the supply to a grateful 
Russia of planes, tanks, indeed munitions of all kinds, industrial parts, food, etc., and 
Britain also is making contributions. Militarily, too, we are aiding her defense. 
Stalin has expressed gratification over the successful North African campaign, the 
threats of invasion of southern Europe, which the Allied Armies under General Eisen- 
bower, and the British 9th and 10th Armies, with American support, are making; the 
round-the-clock bombing of Germany, Italy and Italian Islands. These and other 
activities forced the withdrawal of German planes from Russia and the regrouping 
of German forces throughout Europe, which took some of the weight off the Soviet 
Union, to quote the words of Mr. Churchill. In the Pacific, under the direction of 
General MacArthur, American and Australian land, sea and air forces are engaged 
in a huge pincer movement, which marks our advance toward Rabaul and then the 
Gilbert and Marshall Islands, with Munda as the immediate objective. Success of 
this campaign, to which our brilliant naval victory in Kula Gulf, is largely con- 
tributing, would assure our control of the Central Pacific, which is necessary for 
operations against Truk and other western Japanese bases, and the vital sea com- 
munications of owr enemy. Further worrying the Japanese is our impending assault 
on Kiska. Besides the help all this involves for China, greater quantities of Lend- 
Lease, especially planes, are being shipped to Chung-King, and with greater safety 
at sea, resulting from the curb imposed on the enemy’s submarines, personnel 
and supplies are reaching India in preparation for the campaign to reopen 
the Burma road, which will be inaugurated after the Monsoon season ends in October. 
Thus, China, whieh had to rely for almost four years on her own pathetic forces to 
resist the Japanese aggressor, now is receiving air support from the United States, and 
its value was demonstrated by her recent effective repulse of enemy columns, attempt- 
ing to dominate the Upper Yangtse region and to capture Chung-King. That 
Japan realizes the gravity of her situation is shown by statements of Premier 
Tojo that the war had reached the stage of peril for his country, and by the overtures 
he is making to the conquered or controlled peoples. Amongst the latter are the 
promises of independence for the Philippines, his visit to the various areas over which 
the Japanese Flag flies and reassurances to the natives in order to induce their 
support of the so-called Greater East Asia co-prosperity sphere, and, te hold Thai, 
his concession to that country of four adjoining Malay States and two Burmese 
States. The bribe to Thai was valuable, the Malay States having a population of 
1,000,000, and an area of 14,770 square miles, rich in rubber, tin and rice, and the 
Burmese States.also densely populated, with an area of 24,000 square miles and pos- 
sessing important resources. It is obvious that the promises and rewards Tojo is 
parcelling out are for the purpose of holding all the strength he can in the face of the 
Pacific advance-we are making, the threat of the invasion of Burma and the bombing 
of Burmese and Thai cities which are occurring. The transfer of Burmese States to 











the Bangkok puppet kingdom will show the people of Burma that Japan never in-~ 


tended to carry out her promises to make them free, and will cause them to yearn 
for the semi-independent status they enjoyed under Britain. 

In progress tn Washington this week are conferences between the President and 
his staff and General Henri-Honore Giraud. The White House states the conferences 
are “chiefly military,” and, besides relativg to the equipment of the French Armies, 
deal with the important question of unity of command. These questions neces- 
sarily are conwected with the political questions which have divided the French 
Committee of National Liberation at Algiers, of which Generais Giraud and de Gaulle 
are co-Chairmen. It is estimated the French have about 300,000 soldiers in need of 
equipment. To date about a third of the number has been provided with modern 


weapons. As this force will be expanded by another hundred thousand, Giraud is 
asking for the expedition of the necessary munitions. With his request de Gaulle 
is.in aecord. At present, as a result of the intervention of General Eisenhower, the 
French command is divided, Giraud being supreme in North and West Africa, and 
de Gaulle over all forces elsewhere. This arrangement clearly unsatisfactory 
and insuring conflict, was necessary in order to prevent de Gaulle from becoming 
Commander-in-Chief or Minister of War, and inaugurating a purge of former Vichy 





officers which would have made the French forces useless for military service, cause 
disorders in North Africa and greatly embarrass future operations. The President, 
Secretary Hull and General Marshall have cordially approved General Eisenhower's 
action, in spite of our declared opposition to interference in French politics. Fortunate. 
ly, in this matter Britain is in accord with what has been done. However, a more 
satisfactory understanding between Giraud and de Gaulle is necessary both for 
France and the United Nations, and the talks of the former with the President are 
with that object in view. There is no doubt of our preference for Giraud as the 
French supreme military commander. When General Eisenhower conferred with 
him at Gibraltar before troops were landed in Africa, he found that our Minister 
Murphy had promised him chief command of the Allied Forces. Giraud proved en- 
tirely willing to accept a subordinate role. It follows that we are under obligations 
to him for the unselfish and cooperative spirit he showed; whereas de Gaulle has 
adopted an attitude which can be regarded only as harmful to Allied unity. Although 
he knew he would be welcomed by the President, he has not come to Washington, 
it was noted that he refrained from appearing at the Fourth of July reception given 
by General Eisenhower at Algiers, and the de Gaulle faction is charged with responsi- 
bility for anti-American propaganda. It is hoped that from the conferences in progress 
here a solution which will improve the relations between the two French leaders can 
be devised. Another matter under discussion is that of the restoration of citizenship 
to some forty or fifty thousand Algerian Jews. To placate the 7,000,000 Arabs of 
Algeria, and assure their military aid, Giraud last March cancelled the Cremieux 
decree of 1871 and thereby deprived the Jews of their rights as citizens. At the 
time our Government supported Giraud’s action, but now that North Africa is lib- 
erated, it is felt the Jews can be given back their privilege, and at the same 
time concessions can be made to the Arabs granting them greater participation in local 
Government to an extent that will satisfy them. 

Nearer home, there is the question of the future of the French Antilles. Negotia- 
tions are underway between Admiral Robert, French High Commissioner, and Vice 
Admiral John H. Hoover of our Navy, respecting the future status of those islands and 
the warships and merchantmen at Martinique. It appears Robert would prefer to sur- 
render the islands to the United States, we to the French Committee on National Lib- 
eration, which already has designated an officer to succeed Robert. Whatever ar- 
rangement is the outcome, the islands and ships will pass under United Nations 
control, and that is our principal aim in the policy being pursued. 

The President expressed the Nation’s grief at the unfortunate death of General 
Sikorski, Premier of Poland, in a plane erash at Gibraltar. Nazi propaganda is at- 
tempting to use the accident to split the United Nations by charging that this was a 
case of murder by American and British agents. The answer lies in the peculiarly 
close relations which existed between the General and the President and Prime 
Minister Churchili as shown by their cordial conferences and exchange of messages. 
That Sikorski appreciated the absolute necessity of an understanding with Russia 
is evident by the Polish Treaty of 1941 with that country, which he signed six weeks 
after the Nazi invasion of the Soviet Union. It was unfortunate that he permitted 
German propaganda alleging Soviet mass massacre of Polish officers to induce him to 
register a sharp protest at Moscow which caused Stalin to break off diplomatic rela- 
tions. He subsequently realized that a close understanding with Russia was in the 
interest of his country, and at Cairo only two days before his death, reaffirmed a 
desire for the resumption of relations. Immediately after the news of the disaster 
reached London, President Racziewiez designated Deputy Premier Mikolasezyk to 
carry on as Prime Minister for the time being, and General Kukiel, Minister of Na- 
tional Affairs, to serve as Commander-in-Chief of Polish forces, a post also held by 
Sikorski. Both these men are more anti-German than anti-Russian, and it is believed 
they will adhere to the late leader’s policies. Certainly the oppertunity now exists to 
eliminate from the government a number of anti-Soviet officials, without appearing 
to do so in compliance with Soviet demand, 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Promotion of 15 lieutenants of the Hospital Corps 
to grade of lieutenant commander has been announced by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery. These promotions were made under authority of a decision by the Navy 
JAG that the temporary promotion act of July, 1941, gives authority for promotion of 
Hospital Corps officers beyond rank of lieutenant.

Dallas G, Sutton (MC), USN, has been assigned to the division of 
inspections, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, and as medical inspector of the Eastern 
Area. Rear Adm. BE. C, White (MC), USN, has been assigned to duty as medical 
inspector, Medical Department activities, Central United States. 


Medical Department—Two hundred and eighty-four officers, all of the Army Medical 
Department, were graduated 1 July from the Medical Field Service School, Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa, One hundred and thirty-five Medical Department officers in the class 
are physicians, and 98 are dentists. Other Medical Department Corps in the class, 
which was the 29th to graduate from the school included Veterinary, 27; Sanitary, 
(Sanitary Engineers), 9 and Medical Administrative Corps, 15. 

An Ambulance and X-Ray Field Unit Generator was presented 7 July to thé 
Medical Department of the Army by employees of the Board of Economic Warfare, 
Washington, D. C., in memory of 2nd Lt. George Kidd Perkins, USMCR, who wa! 
recently killed in a plane crash during a test flight at Jacksonville, Fla. Lieutenant 
Perkins was the son of Mr. Milo Perkins, Executive Director of the Board of Eee 
nomic Warfare. 


New Russian Weapons—aAn anti-tank plane which releases armor-piercing rocket 
bombs and a rocket gun similar to the “bazooka” are among new Red Army weapons 
declares Capt. Sergei N. Kournakoff, writing in Soviet Russia Today. 

“As far as armaments are concerned, Captain Kournakoff wrote, “the Soviet 
Union has produced more new types than Germany. The Red Air Force has mor 
new types of planes than the Luftwaffe which has little new stuff except ‘jazzed up’ old 
standbys. The Soviet ‘anti-tank plane’ (Sturmovik) which releases armor-pie 
rocket-bombs, as well as the armored ‘tank plane,’ are new developments. 

“The now famous rocket gun ‘Katiusha’ is a Soviet invention (which has recently 
acquired a second cousin in the American ‘bazooka’),” continued the Red Army officer. 
He pointed out that the long anti-tank rifle “originated in the Red Army laboratories 
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Army Air Foree—Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault, on the first anniversary of the 
14th Air Force in China which was celebrated this week, stated in his address: “—q 
sincerely hope that during the next year you men will fly over Japan itself many 
times before the first firecracker explodes 4 July, 1944.” 

The exploits of the 14th have equalled, and in some respects surpassed, those 
of the volunteer group which preceeded it and which was also headed by Gerieral 
Chennault. His command, now composed of P-40’s, Mitchells and Liberators, has 
a record during the past year of 2,869 missions. Official figures for the group show a 
total of 206 Japanese planes destroyed in the air, 22 on the ground and 98 more prob- 
ably destroyed. 

Miss Jacqneline Cochran has been named Director of Women Pilots, AAF, and 
special assistant to Maj. Gen. Barney M. Giles, Assistant Chief of Air Staff, Opera- 
tions, Commitments and Requirements, the War Department announced this week. 
Miss Cochran, who will be stationed in The Pentagon, Washington, D. C., has since 
last September been director of women’s flying training of the Air Forces flying 
training command. She is the holder of four international and seventeen national fly- 
ing records. 

ist Lt. Jack A. Bade, wounded and all his guns out of action, charged the enemy 
with his P-40 Warhawk saving three Navy dive bombers from six Japanese Zeros 
over the Russell Islands, Maj. Gen. N. F. Twining, commanding general 13th AF, 
informed the War Department. 

Wounded in the head in a battle at 23,000 feet, Lieutenant Bade recovered 
consciousness only 400 feet above the water, gained altitude and attempted to attack 
four Zeros only to find his guns dead. Beginning to climb and head home he sighted 
a bomber with a Zero in pursuit and flew straight at it. The enemy’s nerve broke 
and he darted for safety. Again Bade sighted Zeros in action against dive bombers 
and successfully repeated his tactics. Bade’s only worry was that the Navy pilots 
must have thought him a poor shot. 

A twenty-eight hour Atlantic crossing by a Douglas C4-7 and a Waco-designed 
glider loaded with freight, has been reported by the British Air Ministry. RAF 
Transport Command pilots flew the American-made equipment across with an un- 
disclosed number of stops, after many test flights. The glider used has an 84-foot 
wing spread and is designed to carry a ton and a half load. 

Gulfport Field, Miss., has again been cited for efficiency. This field, an airplane 
mechanics’ school, has twice in succession won the coveted banner for efficiency, 
although little over a year old. 

Living through a head-on collision at 300 miles an hour with a Japanese Zero 
and a parachute jump through a swarm of fighting planes was the experience of 1st 
Lt. Henry E. Matson, told by the War Department this week. 

Leaving Guadalcanal on a routine patrol mission with three other planes, Lieu- 
tenant Matson was warmed of the enemy approaching near the Russell Islands and 
went up to 25,000 feet to give battle. Destroying one Zero, he found another dead 
ahead. Instinctively firing he crashed head-on. He states that the hatch must have 
been knocked off, for as he pulled loose his safety belt he was thrown into the air, pain- 
fully burned. As he came down he found himself passing through the air battle; at 
last hitting the water and inflating his rubber boat he climbed in and fell asleep, to be 
picked up by a crash boat about an hour later.

Major Baker had 
served longer at the base than any other person in his command. From the South 
Pacific has come announcement that Lt. Col. William K. Lanman, Marine flyer re- 
cently promoted from major, has been placed in charge of a squadron of combat air 
transport command serving Allied bases.

Religious life in the Navy is not fundamentally different from religious life at 





home, said Capt. Robert D. Workman, Chief, Chaplains Division, U. 8. Navy, in dis- 
cussing this week reports from combat areas concerning the spiritual welfare of the 
men. 


“The tendency is to think that because men are going out to live under radically 
different conditions, they will by that fact be made into radically different persons,” 
Chaplain Workman said. “The fact is, however, that John Jones aboard a man-o’-war 
is the same John Jones who left home a few months back to enlist.” 


Some reports indicate great spiritual revivals in the Armed Services; on the 
contrary other observers may fear that religious opportunities are fewer in the Navy 
than at home, the head of the Navy Chaplain Corps added. “Again, the truth is that 
the normalcy of religious life aboard a typical ship of the fleet would probably surprise 
most church members. Divine worship on a cruiser may be amid strange surround- 
ings, but the hymns are the same. The congregation at services on a remote island 
base may be dressed in dungarees instead of ‘Sunday best,’ but they are for the most 
part the same men who would be going to church if they were at home, 


Army Ground Forces—/ FADQUARTERS, AGF—Al\ enlisted men returning from 
overseas duty will be granted a furlough not to exceed 20 days in the event no previous 
furlough has been granted since their return, Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Commanding 
General of Army Ground Forces, disclosed this weck. Normally, he said, furloughs 
will be granted as a delay enroute from the reclassification pool to station to which 
men are assigned. 

Lt. Col. Philip 8. Greene has been promoted from the rank of major it was an- 
nounced this week at Army Ground Forces headquarters. 

THIRD ARMY—The most extensive Louisiana maneuvers of the year are under- 
way with the first of four exercises personally directed by Lt. Gen, Courtney Hodges, 
Third Army Commander. This third maneuver period will involve, in addition to in- 
creased participation of infantry divisions, the largest armored force which has been 
brought to the area this year. 

The current exercise will have simulated opposition and is regarded as an im- 
portant preliminary to the more difficult “free” maneuvers to follow. In these the 
division commanders are given control of their complete organizations. The exercises 
will emphasize the correct tactical formations involved in every type of combat. 

Corps vs. corps problems will follow the exercises with the X Corps, Maj. Gen. 
Jonathan Anderson commending, and the III Armored Corps, Maj. Gen, Willis D. 
Crittenberger commanding, directing opposing forces. Generals Anderson and Crit- 
tenberger will act as alternate directors of these maneuvers, first corps vs. corps com- 
petition in Louisiana since the 1941 maneuvers which were the largest in the history 
of the American Army. 

Combat units of all arms, including aviation, will be sent through each problem 
in their preparation for battle. Most recent reports from overseas battle fronts will 
be utilized continually in training the troops to “do it right,” an axiom on which 
General Hodges places considerable importance in the extensive Third Army training 
program. 

Speaking at the first critique of the Third Maneuver Period, General Hodges 
explained the purpose of the field exercises was to give commanders of all grades 
the “feel” of their units in the field over different terrain than that on which they 
had been trained. Corps vs. corps maneuvers will follow the exercises. 

The Third Army commander called for correction of deficiencies “on the spot,” 
improvement of techniques, and improvement of discipline to the point where atten. 
tion conld be turned to more difficult phases of tactics in forthcoming maneuver 
problems. 

He emphasized that the maneuvers were for instruction and training. There 
will be no “winners” and “losers” in the series of problems, but all forces will “win” 
if they do their assigned tasks correctly, employing terted and proved tactics, and 
exert a continuous effort to improve technique. 

“When you come up to the final maneuver problem,” General Hodges told 
assembled officers, “I want to be able to say proudly that you are ready for action.” 

ARMORED FORCH—IA. Col. Roger M, Lilly of New Kensington, Pa., at the age 
of 24, is one of the youngest lieutenant colonels in the Army Ground Forces. He com- 
mands the 8th Armored Division’s 399th Armored Field Artillery Battalion. 

Maj. Gen. John W. Leonard, commanding the 9th Armored Division, Ft. Riley, 
Kansas, announces the promotion of Maj. Ashley Lyman Rice to the rank of lieutenant 
colonel and Capt. Luther F. Long to rank of major. 

Maj. Merle K. Loucks, personne! officer of the Armored Force Replacement Train- 
ing Center, Ft. Knox, Ky., has been promoted from rank of captain. 

Col. John H. Claybrook, executive officer of the Officers’ Candidate School, 
Armored Force, since last March, has been named director of the school succeeding

Three majors assigned to the 6th Armored Division, Camp Cooke, California, 
have been advanced to lieutenant colonel. They are Thomas R. Bruce, George W. 
O'Sullivan and Fdwin G. Radden. 

Col. Kenneth G. Althaus, formerly of the 10th Armored Division, Ft. Benning, 
has been assigned to command Combat Command A of the same division. Colonel 
Althaus succeeds Brig. Gen. Robert W. Grow who has been appointed commanding 
general of the 6th Armored Division. 


Antiaircraft Artillery—The effective part played by self-propelled antiaircraft 
artillery in the North African campaign is detailed in a report by Brig. Gen. Joseph 
EE. Harriman, Antiaireraft Brigade Commander of the Il Army Corps to the War De- 
partment. 

General Harriman reported that antiaircraft artillery of the II Corps, mounted 
on half-tracks, achieved a score of 74 German planes definitely downed, and 19 
probables, in the three months’ period beginning in January. AA half-tracks operated 
in Tunisia in conjunction with armored units, and played a vital role in keeping open 
important stretches of road over which Allied supplies had to go. 

On one occasion, General Harriman said, 8 half-tracks threw up a cover of fire 
over supply trains along a considerable stretch of road where the movement had at- 
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tracted the attention of German Messerschmitts. The movement was uninterrupted 
and the fire so strong and accurate that the 8 half-tracks were able to maintain their 
own positions along the road, holding the Germans to a respectful distance. 

These half-tracks were of significant value when used to protect medium tank 
units, as protecting units attached to Field Artillery armored units, and when oper- 
ating in conjunction with tank destroyer units. 

Supplementing General Harriman’s report, Brig. Gen. M. C. Handwerk, com- 
manding general, AA Training Center, Camp Edwards, Mass., envisaged the use of 
mobile antiaircraft artillery in support of advancing infantry ; for tank and anti-tank 
operations; and as protection in holding railheads, bridges and roadheads where 
their curtain of fire will hold off strafing attacks as well as high-flying aircraft. 





Midget Submarines—The practicability of “midget” submarines, seemingly in wide 
use by the Japanese, remained a debatable question in naval circles this week, as re- 
ports reached Washington that at least eight Jap two-man subs, similar to the type 
discovered in the Pearl Harbor attack, have been destroyed in the Solomons area. 
Probably not until after the war will definite knowledge be obtained of the damage 
which these small submersibles have wrought. Torpedoed American vessels usually 
are not in a position to state whether the sub which struck them was large or small. 

The tiny subs would appear to have their place in the defense of the many isiands 
seized by Japan. Operating from nearby bases, they could attack any passing convoys 
or advancing forces. Their limited cruising range renders them of little value for of- 
fensive action, in the opinion of naval experts, Even Japan probably is not building 
all of its undersea vessels of the midget type, while for the United States, dedicated 
to a policy of throwing the Japanese from its conquered islands, the pygmy sub would 
appear to be of little value. 

A serious defect in the little craft, aside from its limited range, is its natural 
tendency to surface after discharging its torpedoes, thus making it a good target for 
the attacked surface vessel. 

One of the subs taken from the Japs has been made the subject of intensive study 
by the Navy, just as was the similar submersible captured at Pearl Harbor. Salvage 
of the vessel was accomplished by divers working from the sea-going tug Ortolan in 
about thirty feet of water and subjected at times to enemy bombing attacks. The 
emall craft when raised proved to be 76 feet in length with a six-foot beam amidships, 
powered by a single electric motor and carrying two torpedoes,

The War Department has officially designated the following as authorized dealers 
in uniforms for Army officers and warrant officers. They stock the Regulation two- 
piece uniform (coat and matching trousers); drab wool trousers (light shade);

oe Ahag arrison cap. Each garment carries the “Regulation Army Officers’ 
niform 
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Army Chaplains—Adequate and immediate provision is being made for the spiritua} 
welfare of prisoners of war now being interned in this country, the Office of the Chief 
of Chaplains has announced. Army chaplains are being assigned to the camps which 
are scattered throughout the nation. Several thousand prisoners have already been 
received in the camps and thousands of additional prisoners are expected. The min- 
istry of the chaplains will be similar to that followed in the stations of owr armed 
forces. The terms of the Geneva Convention provide that humane and considerate 
treatment shall be provided all prisoners of war. 

The Office Chief of Chaplains has pointed out that commissioned officers, warrant 
officers, and enlisted personnel may seek a commission as Chaplain, A. U, S. only if 
they were able to meet all eligibility requirements for commission at the time of their 
induction. No waiver on any requirement will be granted by reason of military serv- 
ice. All eligibility requirements are the same as for civilians. A minister neither adds 
to nor detracts from his status by virtue of his service in a branch other than the 
chaplaincy. Such personnel deserving consideration should make application through 
military channels on Form No. 0850 and 0850a. Enlisted men require final type physi- 
cal examination and must appear before a board of officers as provided in Par. 9b(2), 
AR 605-10, 30 Dec 42, as amended by Sect. 111, W. D. Cir. No. 67, 6 Mar 1943. 

Two hundred and fifty volumes from the library of the late Ch. (Col.) Frank L. 
Miller have been presented to the Library of the Office of the Chief of Chaplains by 
Mrs. Miller in memory of her husband. Chaplain Miller was in charge of the Training 
ond Planning Division of the Office of the Chief of Chaplains. He was killed in an air- 
plane accident on 3 May 1943, while on tour with Bishop Adna Wright Leonard. Chap- 
lain Miller was the official representative of the Office Chief of Chaplains on the fata} 
tour.

His subject will be, “The Duties of a Chaplain in the 
Armed Forces.” He will address the Men’s Bible Class of the Methodist Church in 
Culpeper at its morning session.

Quartermaster Corps—Two new items—waterproof matches and mildew-proof shoe 
laces—have been made available for overseas troops, the Jersey City Quartermaster 
Depot has announced. Waterproof matches, coated with a special wax of high melting 
point, have been issued to jungle and mountain troops. These matches may be sub- 
merged in water six or seven days and still remain effective. The starch content in 
ordinary shoe laces has rendered them particularly susceptible to mildew in the 
tropics, but a special chemical incorporated in laces now being purchased renders 
them fungus-proof. 

Col. Robert C. Brady, QMC, who on 3 July celebrated his first year as command- 
ing officer of the Philadelphia QM Depot, received a pre-birthday present 26 June in 
the form of notification by Under Secretary of War Patterson that the depot had been 
uwarded for the second time the Army-Navy Production Award, first awarded to the 
station some six months ago. 

Arrangements have been made by the Navy Department with the Quartermaster 
General for coordinated procurement of compressed yeast during fiscal year 1944 
for the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and Light- 
house Service.

Hundreds of galvanized steel, semi-cir- 
cular utility buildings, each 40 feet wide 
by 100 feet long, similar to the Quonset 
hut, the Navy’s standard housing unit for 
advanced bases, are going up in foreign 
theaters of war. 

These buildings are used for storing 
everything from machinery to food. Used ¥ 
as recreation buildings, they seat 600 men 
each. Almost every type of machine shop 
or repair operation for advanced bases 
can be accommodated within these units. 

These structures can be put up in 
about 300 man hours each. 

Weighing some 25,000 pounds apiece, 
they can be packed conveniently in crates 
occupying only 369 cubic feet.

South Pacific: (All dates are East Longi- 
tude) 1. On the night of 29-30 June, Avenger 
(Gramman TBF) torpedo bombers and Daunt- 
less (Douglas) dive bombers attacked the 
airfield, the stores and camp areas at Vila, 
Kolombangara Island. 

2 On 30 June: (a) A formation of Mitchell 
(North American) medium bombers, Daunt- 
less dive bombers and Avenger torpedo bomb- 
ers attacked Japanese defensive positions and 
camp area at Munda, New Georgia Island, 
A large fire was started. 

(b) Commencing in the early forenoon and 
continuing until late afternoon, an estimated 
total of 110 Japanese planes comprising Zero 
fighters, Mitsubishi medium bombers, Aichi 
dive bombers and various other types attacked 
at intervals U. 8. Naval forces during the land- 
ing at Rendova Island, New Georgia Group. 
U. S. surface units and air forces destroyed 
the enemy planes according to an in- 
complete report. Seventeen U. 8. planes are 
reported missing. 

(c) The transport MeCawley was attacked 
and disabled by Japanese torpedo planes af- 
ter landing troops on Rendova. Subsequently 
the vessel was attacked and sunk by a Japa- 
nese submarine, Reports Indicate that all per- 
sonnel were removed before the vessel sank 
and that there was no loss of life. 

3. On 1 July, Viru Harbor on New Georgia 
Island, was taken by joint U. 8, forces. 

Note: Viru Harbor is on the Southern side 
of the Southeastern tip of New Georgia Is- 
land and is 30 miles from Munda, 
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No, 430, 2 July 

South Pacific: 1. On1 July: (a) Early in the 
afternoon, Dauntless (Douglas) dive bombers 
attacked Japanese defensive positions at Lam- 
beti Plantation, Munda, New Georgia Island. 
Vires were started. 

(b) During the same afternoon, a formation 
of Avenger (Grumman TBF) torpedo bomb- 
ers and Dauntless dive bombers attacked 
Japanese defensive positions, and camp sec- 
tions at Vila, Kolombangara Island. 

2. Seven pilots of the 17 U. 8. planes pre- 
viously reported as missing in Navy Depart- 
ment Communique No. 429 have been rescued.

Rendova: United States forces landed at 
dawn 30 June successfully completed the op 
eration shortly after midday, destroying the 
enemy garrison, Air and naval forces sup- 
ported landing operations. Enemy bases at 
Vila and Munda were shelled by supporting 
surface forces and were heavily attacked by 
medium and dive bombers. Other surface 
forces bombarded enemy installations in the 
Ballale-Fasi area, Our shore batteries opened 
fire on Munda two hours after debarkation. 
The enemy counter-attacked throughout the 
day with medium bombers, dive-bombers, tor- 
pedo planes and fighters. Latest advices do 
not indicate the total number involved in 
the action, but 101 enemy planes were de 
stroyed in air combat and by anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Seventeen of our planes are missing. 

New Georgia Island: United States ground 
forces captured the enemy barge base in Viru 
harbor after hard fighting. 

St. Matthias Group, Mussau Island: A heavy 
unit on armed reconnaissance bombed and 
strafed nine enemy sampans, leaving one ves- 
sel sinking and another burning 

, 3 July 

Northwestern Sector: Arafura Sea: One of 
our medium bombers, on escort patrol with 
an Allied convoy, shot down one of two at- 
tacking float planes. Other enemy aircraft at 
tempts to attack were driven off by fighter 
cover, 

Northeastern Sector: Rabaul: Our heavy 
bombers before dawn attacked the Vunakanau 





and Rapopo airdromes with thirty-three tons 
of high explosives, fragmentation and incen- 
diary bombs along the runwdys and through- 
out the dispersal area. Many fires and explo 
sions were observed and five searchlights were 
put out of action. Knemy night fighters were 
active. 

All our planes returned. 

New Guinea: Nassau Bay: Elements of our 
ground forces moving overland from Mubo 
captured and consolidated the area at the 
mouth of the south arm of the Bitol River, 
effecting contact with our forces at Nassau 
Bay. During the day ten enemy planes raided 
the area. 

Salamaua: Our medium units attacked ene- 
my installations at Kela Point and along the 
trail to Logui Village, causing explosions and 
fires and silencing anti-aircraft positions. Lat- 
er one of our heavy reconnaissance units 
bombed the isthmus. Sharp clashes between 
ground patrols continue in the Bobdubi area. 

Solomons: New Georgia Group: The ground 
situation is unchanged. Our fighters inter 
cepted a group of enemy planes over Rendova 
Island and shot down fourteen fighters and 
eight dive bombers. We lost eight planes, but 
three of the pilots are safe. At Bairoko an 
chorage, north of Munda, medium bombers, 
with fighter escort, attacked and sank an en 
emy cargo vessel. 

4 July 

Northwestern Sector: Celebes: Kendari:

With sudden intensification of attack, nearly 
100 Middle Kast-based Liberator heavy bomb- 
ers of the Ninth United States Air Force in 
daylight VWriday smashed three Italian air- 
fields at Lecce, Grottaglie and San Pancrazio, 
dropping more than 400,000 pounds of high 
explosive, fragmentation and_ incendiary 
bombs. 

At Lecce there were bursts of smoke on the 
field, indicating hits on dispersed aircraft. 
Other hite were observed on hangars and 
runways. Fires were left burning  be- 
hind hangars and in dispersal areas. One very 
large fuel fire was observed in the southeast 
section. 

At Grottaglie direct hits were scored on 
hangars aud bursts were seen throughout the 
target area. The dispersal area was blanketed 
with fragmentation bombs. One enemy air- 
craft was seen to explode and at least one 
other was seen bursting. 

At San Pancrazio the target area was well 
covered with bursts. 

Our aircraft were attacked by targe forma- 
tions of enemy planes including Messer- 
schmitts, Focke-Wulfs, Macchis, Junkers and 
Heinkels, some of which attempted to bomb 
our planes from above.

Attacking in thre> waves, more than sixty 
Mideast-based Liberator heavy bombers of the 
Ninth United States Air Force struck at the 
Sicilian ferry terminal of Messina during day- 
light Monday, dropping nearly 375,000 pounds 
of high explosives and blanketing important 
terminal installations with hits which caused 
extensive damage. 

Bombs landed along the whole length of the 
rallway tracks, and an explosion at a round- 
house was followed by fire.

Irrawaddy River, near Mandalay. Bombs were 
seen to straddle several boats and near-hits 

were reported on others.

3 July 

B-24 heavy bombers of the Tenth United 
States Air Force, on 2 July dropped six tons 
of bombs on an oil refinery at Syriam, Burma, 
across the river from Rangoon. The Japanese 
were seeking to restore this refinery to opera- 


tion. Hits were reported among the storage 
tanks. A single enemy fighter which inter- 


cepted was claimed as damaged. 

B-25 medium bombers, on the same day, at- 
tacked many targets in central Burma, 

At Chalk, hit were reported on camouflaged 
buildings and among warehouses. Another for- 
mation reported scored hits among oil der- 
ricks at Yenangyat oil fields. 

At Pyawbwe, all bombs were seen to burst 
on enemy barracks, starting many big fires. 
At Nyaunungyan, hits were reported on large 
buildings. 

On 1 July our heavy bombers delivered more 
than eight tons of bombs on an enemy supply 
base for a railroad extension to Bangkok at 
Thanbyuzayat, Bursts were reported in the 
area of rail sidings and warehouses. 

Targets of medium bombers on 1 July, not 
previously reported, were enemy railroad in- 
stallations at Kyungon and Kawlin. At Kaw- 
lin, bombs were seen to burst on warehouses 
and among rolling stock. A large fire was left 
burning. 

From these operations one of our aircraft 
has not yet returned. This plane was not sub- 
jected to enemy engagement. 

4 July 

3-25 medium bombers of the Tenth United 
States Air Force, on 3 Jyly, successfully at- 
tacked the Myitnge bridge in Burma. Japanese 
engineers apparently had made the bridge 
useable following previous damage by Amer- 
jean bombers. Many hits were observed and 
photographs show that the south span was de- 
stroyed and that extensive damage was caused 
to the remaining spans. Tracks and the em- 


hankment of the south approach also were 
badly smashed.

and that they do not vary if the man has or 
acquires Class A dependents, It is belleved 
that a parent dependent upon a son for chief 
support should receive the same treatment as 
a wife. Thus one parent would receive $50 (if 
the man has no class A dependents, $22 from 
him and $28 from the Government; if he has 
class A dependents, $5 from the man and #45 
from the Government), A second parent would 
receive the allowances to the same extent as 


dves a child. Thus two parents would re- 
celve $68 (if the man has no class A de- 
pendents, $22 from him and $46 from the 
Government; if he has class A dependents, 


the man and $63 from the Govern- 
ment). Brothers and sisters (not to exceed 
three) would be given the same treatment as 
children, $18 for the first child If there is one 
parent, and $11 for each additional child not 
to exceed two, 

Allowances to class B-1 dependents are not 
mandatory, but will be granted only upon 
the application of the enlisted man except in 
those cases where the Secretary of the depart- 
ment concerned tinds it impracticable for 
such enlisted man to request the payment of 
such allowance... . 

Section 6 (b) of the bill amends section 106 
(b) of the act. Section 106 (b) of the present 
act setting forth the rules for the apportion- 
ment of the enlisted man’s contribution where 
there are class A or class B dependents or 
class A and class B dependents, is not neces- 
sary in view of the changes in section 105, 
Hardship has arisen where there have been

dependents of one class with one or more 
payees. It is desirable, however, to vest in 
the Secretary of the department concerned 


authority to apportion payments among

Section 6 (c) of the bill amends section 106 
(c) of the act. This section undertakes to deal 
alike with three distinct classes of dependents, 
namely: (1) A wife living separate and apart 
from the enlisted man under a court order or 
written agreement; (2) a child living separate 
and apart from the enlisted man under a court 
order or written agreement; and (3) a former 
wife divorced. In the administration of the 
act it has developed that separate provision 
should be made for the different classes if 
the apparent intent of the Congress is to be 
earried out, and equitable provision made for 
the allowances for such classes, 

Administration of the act indicates that the 
present provisions are too restrictive in many 
and result in hardships and inequities 


CABER, 
obviously not intended by the Congress, For 
example, a child living separate and apart 
from the father under a court order which 


makes no provision for the child receives the 
full allowance, but if the court order fixes an 
amount to be paid for the child's support, the 
allowance is limited thereby. 

The proposed subsection permits a father in

promote devastating inflation as a result 
of increasing of federal expenses and in- 
crease of the public debt. The President 
insisted that only through subsidies could 
the inflationary peril be averted. As the 
Senate agreed to a program under which 
limited subsidies can be employed by a 
majority of only one vote, it is clear the 
dispute over this method of controlling 
prices is postponed merely until the fall. 

The President and the heads of his 
economic agencies, are unanimous in their 
determination to enforce the “Hold the 
Line” order of 7 April, and to use sub- 
sidies to roll back prices. To rising food 
costs are attributed the continuing de- 
mands for higher wages. The latest is 
from the men in the shipbuilding indus- 
try. They are insisting they must have a 
raise of 9 per cent over the basic wage 
rate, As the wages in this industry have 
increased 55 per cent, and government 
statistics show that food costs have 
mounted only 23 per cent, the War Labor 
Koard feels it cannot comply with the de- 
mand under the Hold the Line order and 
the Little Steel formula. 

In the matter of subsidies, the President 
has expressed fear that if they be not 
employed, a runaway inflation will occur 
almost immediately. The Farm Bloc con- 
tends their use would produce inflation 
through the rapid enlargement of gov- 
ernment expenditures and the _ public 
debt. The House supported the subsidy 
program, but the Senate determinedly 
resisted it, and as we go to press the dif- 
ferences are under negotiation, as is 
that of the price of corn. 

Complicating the situation are the pol- 
ities being played. The President in his 
letter accepting the resignation of Food 
Administrator Davis, placed upon Con- 
gress the blame for not passing adequate 
tax legislation, and declared that in the 
absence of taxes to draw off excess pur- 
chasing power, he deemed it necessary to 
employ other measures, including sub- 
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sidies. On its part, Congress is charging 
that the President, while calling for huge 
appropriations, failed to recommend other 
than general tax programs, and opposed 
forced savings or a sales tax. Further 
Congress places upon the President re- 
sponsibility for the inflationary Little 
Steel formula, for compliance with the 
wage demands of labor, for price ceilings 
and regulations which prevented the 
movement of foodstuffs from the farm to 
consumers, for not increasing the wheat 
acreage until January of this year, for 
restrictions upon the production of agri- 
cultural machinery, for the corn price 
which makes it more profitable to sell 
hogs instead of the grain, ete. 

The battle between the President and 
Congress will continue in the states and 
districts while the National Legislature 
is in recess. When the members are back 
at the Capitol in September, it will be 
known by their votes whether the Presi- 
dent’s economic policies are acceptable to 
the country or whether those they advo- 
cate are. As seen at Washington, the pros- 
pect is that the struggle will be resumed, 
especially as by that time the campaign 
for the presidency will be well underway. 





Legal Assistance Program 

Designed to expand and co-ordinate ex- 
isting arrangements for providing legal 
assistance to Naval personnel and their 
dependents, a new program has been de- 
veloped by the Office of the Judge Advo- 
cate General, in co-operation with the 
American Bar Association. 

Put into efiect 26 June, the program 
provides for the establishment by the 
commandant of each naval district, or 
commanding officer of each navy yard, 
naval station, Marine Corps base, or other 
Naval activity, of a legal assistance of- 
fice, to be staffed by one or more officers 
with legal training, who are members of 
the bar. In addition, the officer in com- 
mand of any of the forces afloat may 
establish a legal assistance office. 

Under the new program, Naval person- 
nel will be assured in the handling of 
their personal affairs the assistance and 
counsel of capable, legally trained men in 
the naval service, or will be referred to 
competent civilian lawyers through the 
co-operation of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, state and local bar associations, 
and legal aid societies. 

A similar program was put into ef 
fect by the Army some weeks ago. 





Merchant Marine 

Consideration is being given to bringing 
about private ownership of the American 
President Lines, formerly the Dollar 
Steamship Lines, the Maritime Commis- 
sion announced 6 July. 

As a result of serious financial difficul. 
ties the company was reorganized in 1938, 
largely under the direction of the Mari- 
time Commission. 

Parties who desire to submit compre- 
hensive and definite proposals to take 
over the company are asked to place the 
same in the hands of the Commission not 
later than 15 Sept. 1943. 

Construction Lags 

The shipyards of the nation delivered 
in June, 168 cargo vessels, a total of 1, 
676,500 deadweight tons. This total may 
be compared with the record total of 175 
for May and 157 delivered in April. 

These figures bring the total production 
for the first half of the year to 879 ships 
totaling 8,818,622 deadweight tons. Dur- 
ing the year 1942, 746 ships were produced 
totaling 8,089,732 deadweight tons. 

New Radio Program 

A program which features wartime 
shipbuilding and merchant ship opera- 
tions was presented in the first of a Sun- 
day evening radio series over the full net- 
work of NBC 4 July. 

The program, entitled ““The Plough that 
Broke the Sea,” tells the story of a 
coastal cargo vessel which ran the block- 
ade from Australia to the Philippines. 

Lt. W. Creighton Peet, jr., USNR, Seec- 
retary of the Maritime Commission since 
1937, has been assigned to serve as Acting 
Pacific Coast Director for the War Ship- 
ping Administration, the Maritime Com- 
mission announced recently. 

Honor Naval Officer 

A Liberty ship launched last week at 
Wilmington, N. C., was christened in 
honor of the late Rear Adm. Hutchinson 
I. Cone, USN. 

Admiral Cone’s daughter, 
Metzel, sponsored the ship.
